Ww on, D. Cc. A April 10.—[Special.}]— 
Nearly half a million dollars has been ex- 
pended during the last year in equipping the 
country with new letter boxes. It is charged 
that these funds were expended at the in- 
stance of the officials of ‘the postoffice depart- 
ment anes conduct now is being investi- 
gted. 

It is p charged that thie was reckless 
and wanton waste of the public funds, and 
that the new, light steel boxes are not near 


| | 80 safe as were the old iron boxes which were 


discarded. 

There are 71,000 mail boxes throughout the 
country. These cost the government from 
$2 to $8 each. Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow now is engaged in an investigation 
with a view to ascertaining why the old 
boxes, which answered the purposes of the 


‘lighter and inferior boxes substituted. 

There is no question about the expenditure, 
but the president desires to know why so 
much money was spent by the division of 
free delivery for this purpose when there 
Was no apparent benefit to be derived. 

The Bingham company of Philadelphia, 
which charged the superintendent of the 
postoffice supply division with being in collu- 
sion with a local rubber stamp and inking 
pad manufacturer, today filed supplemental 
evidence. This shows that the pads were far 
below the requirements of the specifications, 
and that the contractor saved 7 cents on each 
pad furnished by reason of the low grade of 
material. The department purchases thou- 
sands of inking pads. —

Relations of W. J. Mox- 
ley and Louisville 


Company. 


FOLLOWS RECENT FINE. 


If Revenue Officers Find Law 
Has Been Violated Grand 
Jury Action Will 
Ensue, 


The United States district attorney’s office 
in Chicago is investigating circumstances 
which may result in charges of conspiracy 
to evade the revenue laws against William 
J. Moxley, the Chicago butterine manufac- 
turer, and the Louisville Cotton Oil company 
of Louisville, Ky. 

One of the factors in the investigation was 
the recent assessment against Moxley of 
$35,000 because of alleged evasions of pay- 
ment of the tax of 10 cents a pound placed 
by the law on artificially coloréd oleomar- 
garine. Another was the recent investiga- 
tion by a federal grand jury in Louisville into 
the operations of the cotton oil concern. 


Mixture Sent to Moxley. 


The evidence taken before the Louisville 
grand jury is said to show that the Louisville 
Cotton Oil company used at least 2 per cent 
of palm oil in mixtures with cottonseed ofl. 
Proof is also said to have been secured that 
this mixture was then sent to the Moxley faé- 
tory and used in making oleomargarine, giv- 
ing to the product a color like that of pure 
butter. 

Another peculiar feature of the case is said 
to be that while other Chicago concerns tried 
to secure this oil from the Louisville’ com- 
pany, the privilege was denied to all except 
the Moxley factory. | 

The Louisville grand jury adjourned with- 
out voting indictments, but later information 
indicates that the revenue officials secured 
what they wanted in that inquiry, and that 
was evidence as to the methods of the Cotton 
Oil company. 

Revenue Agent C. H. Ingram was quoted 
to that effect in Louisville, and he is said also 
to have declared that the prosecution will 
now be transferred to Chicago, and that the 
federal grand jury in May will take up the 
case with a view to learning if a conspiracy 
exists between the two parties to the charge. 


Would Go to Highest Court. 


If the case reaches the point of indictment 
by. the grand jury It is expected the defend- 
ants would at once file demurrers and argue 
that the law under which they were being 
This law is 
the recently amended revenue statute, which

on uncolored oleomargarine and a tax of 10 
cents a pound on the artificially colored 
product. If such demurrers were sustained 
the government probably would appeal to the 
United States Supreme. court. 

If the demurrers were overruled and the 
defendants were convicted on trial they 
probably would appeal to the highest tribu- 
nal. In either case, if the case goes as far 
as the grand jury, it is expected ultimately 
to reach the Supreme court. 

The punishment for conspiracy to defraud 
the government under section 5,440 of the 
federal statutes is a fine of not more than 
$10,000, or imprisonment for not more than 
two years, or both. 


May Seize the Factory. 


The $35,000 assessment recently made 
against Mr. Moxley was based on the charge 
that he had evaded taxes to that extent in 
the month of February.

COURT HOLDS ST. LOUIS, ASSOCIA. 
TION ILLEGAL.

Declared to Be in Restraint of Trade 
in That It Shut Off Supplies from a 
Contractor Who Was Not a Member, 
and Is Dissolved—Injunction Issues 
Which Is a Command to Sell Ma- 
terial to John E. Walsh, Who 
Brought Suit Against It. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 10.—[Special.]—Acting 
in conformity with the instructions of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, Judge Horatio Wood 
of the Citcuit court today held that the As- 
sociation of Master Plumbers of St. Louis is 
an illegal combination. It is held thatit was 
organized to maintain and monopolize the 
plumbing business in St. Louis with a view 
of determining prices and restricting the sale 
of plumbing supplies to meow plumbers 
only. 

An order was made penne the assocta- 
tion on the ground that the association car- 
ried on business in restraint of trade. The 
concerns affected by the order are the L. Ma 
Rumsey Manufacturing company, the Rum- 
sey-Sikemeir company, the Cahill-Swift 
Manufacturing company, the Western Brass 
Manufacturing company, Crane, & Co., N. O. 
Nelson Supply company, and the National 
Piumbing company. 


Enjoined as a Body. 

Judge Wood's decision means that while 
the respective plumbing concerns can indi- 
vidually refuse to sell a person plumbing sup- 
plies, they are permanently enjoined from re- 
fusing to sell supplies asa whole. 

The case in which the decision was made 
was that of John E. Walsh against the Asso- 
ciation of Master Plumbers of St. Louis and 
A. Brandt, president; -Philip Schmitt, sec- 
retary; and J. J. McNary, assistant secretary 
of the association. 

Walsh, who is a plumber, was in business 
in St. Louis for several years until 1899. Not 
being a member of the Association of Master 
Plumbers, he was unable to buy supplies 
from the various supply houses and was 
forced to obtain his supplies from Chicago at 
a large expense. 

By reason of this state of affairs Mr. Walsh 
declared he was compelled to relinquish sev- 
eral contracts which would have proved 
lucrative to him, A suit for an injunction 
wads instituted for Mr. Walsh in the Circuit 
court against the defendants, alleging that 
they had conspired against him, and ali 
others who were not members of the asso- 
ciation, and they had agreed to eell — 
to members only. 


Reverses Lower Court. 

Judge Wood issued a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the defendants, but later 
sustained the demurrer to the evidence filed 
by the association. An appeal was taken to 
the Appellate court by Mr. Walsh. The 
Court of Appeals held that the association 
was an illegal combination and ordered the 
case reversed and remanded 
tions.

Pennell Writes Letter to the. 


Public Before His Death 
to Clear Himself of 
Suspicion. 


PUTS BLAME ON DEADMAN 


Inquest Does Not Go Into Report 
That Lawyer Who Died in 
Stone Quarry Was 
an Embezzler, 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 10.—[Special.]—Arthur 
R. Pennell, before his death, wrote a letter to 
the public declaring a woman killed Eéwin 


LL. Burdick. This accusation, coming almost 


from the tomb of the dead lawyer, was read ; 
at the Pennell inquest this afternoon. It was 
dictated by Pennell to his stenographer the 
Saturday after the discovery of Burdick’s’ 
dead body. 

In the letter Pennell denies all improper; 
relations with Mrs. Burdick, explains their’ 
various meetings, and declared that Burdick 
was seeking for a divorce in arder to — 
another woman. 


Pennell’s Statement Not Believed, 

Pennell’s statement to the public is received 
with incredulity in Buffalo. It conflicts with 
the sworn testimony of Mra. Burdick. It of- 
fers no expianation to facts brought out at 
the Burdick inquest, and, it is declared, was 
apparently written before Pennell had fall 
knowledge of the~evidence macro against 
him by Burdick. 

The evidence at the inquest wilt not help 
the authorities in any way to a solution of the 
Burdick murder mystery. Whether the trag- 
edy at Gebre’s stone quarry March 10, in 
which Pennell was killed and Mre. Pennell 

was fatally injured, was due to accident or 
was not proven. 


Verdict Leaves Mystery Unsolved. , 

The inquest was brief. The story that Pen-- 
nell was a defaulter in a large sum was not 
gone into. At the conclusion of the testi- 
mony Justice Murphy gave the | re 
verdict: 

**I find and certify: 

“ That Arthur R. Pennell came to his death 
on the 10th day of March, 1908, as a result of — 
injuries received while riding in an automo- 
bile, the said automobile plunging from a8 
embankment into the Gehre stone quarry. 

“That I cannot determine from the evi- 
dence submitted whether such plunge was 
accidental or designed. 

“ That Carrie Lamb Pennell came to her 
death as a result of the sald plunge of the 
automobile into the quarry.” 


Text of Pennell’s Letter.

“To the Public: Now that the food of sen-

Mr. Penney 
then stated that he was willing to tell any- 
thing that had any bearing on the Burdick 
case, but he would insist on exercising his 
privilege as attorney for the estate of re-' 
fusing to answer any questions relative to 
the Pennell estate or the Pennell papers 
bearing on the «state. 

Wallace Thayer, who had been Pennell’s 
attorney before his death, made a statement 
onthestand, saying: will state that in none 
of Mr. Pennell’s communications to me and 
in none of his papers was there anything 
bearing on the Burdick murder or the death 
of Mr. Pennell.

The great bulk of the 
charters voided are of companies that were 
organized to float some project or other and 
were unsuccessful. None of the big indus- 
trial corporations or trusts, so-called, are in- 
cluded in the proclamation. They always 
pay taxes regularly for the parent and all 


The average capitalization of the com- 
panies dissolved is $250,000, a remarkably 
small sum for New Jersey corporations.

TEST CORPORATION FEE LAW. 


Representatives of Railway Refuse to 
| Pay Sum Required for Filing Pa- 
pers of Incorporstion. 


Springfield, Ill., April 10.—Proceedings were 
brought in the Supreme court today to test 
the construction of the corporation fee act.

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MERGER RULING 


Wall Street Sees Little Good 
in Coming Appeal to the 
Supreme Court. — 


HILL MEN ALONE HOPE. 


Northern Securities Officers Do 
Not Know What They Will 
Do if Decision Stands. 


NewYork, April 10.—[ Special. }—Wall street 
agreed today that a death blow had been dealt 
the Northern Securities company by the de- 
cision of the federal court. None of those in- 
terested in the great combination has given 
up hope that the decision may be reversed, by 
the Supreme court, but others are not so con- 
fident. Col. Clough and former Attorney 
General Griggs stated today that the appeal 
would be presented as soon as possible. 

J. J. Hill was in conference with his lawyers 
nearly all day discussing the decision of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. He also conferred 
with J. P. Morgan and Charles Steele re- 
garding the case. Speaking of the import 
of the decision, Mr. Hill said: 

“‘If this decison is upheld by the Supreme 
court, but Iam confident it will not be, no less 
than 85 or 90 per cent of the railroad systems 
of the United States will be up in the afr. 
All the work of the last seven years will 
have to be done all over again in a different 
way. 
Calls It Preposterous. 

“It is preposterous that congress intended 
bill as the Circuit Court of Appeals has 
placed upon it.” . 

When asked what plan would be pursued 
if the company was eated in the Supreme 
court, Mr. Hill said: 

“We have made no preparation for defeat 
and do not expect it, but if it should come 
we then will have some plan to announce, 


Our assets would not be diminished and it 
would be necessary for us to provide some 
plan for its control, but it would not be an- 
other holding company or two holding com- 
panies or anything of that sort. Just what 
it would be I cannot say at this time.” 


Attorney Talks of Decision. 

Philadeiphia, Pa., April 10.—James M. 
Beck, assistant attorney general, who ar- 
gued the Northern Securities case and the 
recently decided lottery cages for the govern- 
ment, when questioned today as to the scope 
of the decision in the former case, said: 

* Disclaiming any purpose to express any” 
opinion but my own, the clear and exhaustive 
opinion of Judge Thayer seems to me to 
leave nothing to be desired in the matter of 
a full exposition of the federal law applica- 
ble to the consolidation of competing inter- 
state carriers. 

“ The attorney general's view of the exist- 
ing law has been fully sustained, and his 
courageous action fully vindicated, and the 
responsibility must now rest with the Ameri- 
can people to determine. as a legislative and 
not as a judicial question, how far and under 
what conditions the public interest may, if 
at all, justify such railway consolidations as 
are in restraint of competition.” 


Congressmen Much Pleased. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special.}— 
The republican congressmen are elated over 
the victory of the government in the Northern. 
Securities case. 
the government in a formidable position on 
the trust question, and if the Supreme court 
affirms the decision of the Court of Appeals 
the necessity for further trust legislation wil 
be obviated to a large extent. In discussing 
the opinion of the court Senator Morgan, an 
Alabama democrat, said: “ The decision is 
unquestionably right. It is a great point in 
favor of the power of the laws to control 
corporations that has been determined by the 
decision of the merger case and scarcely any- 
thing could be more beneficial to the people 
and the government.” | 


RAILWAY OFFICIALS LIKE RULING 


Stopping of Combinetions Keeps Open 


Positions Threatened with 
Abolishment,. 


High railway officials who are not finan- 
cially interested in the roads with which they 
are connected are not sorry that the 
cision of the United States court against the 
Northern Securities company is calculated 
to check merging of great railroad system;3, 

The consolidation of the railroads in this 
country into a few gigantic systems, as 
shown in THe TRIBUNE yesterday, has had 
the effect of ending the railway career of 
many able men because the lines with which 
they were connected were merged into a 
large system, placing all, lines in such sys- 
tem under one management. 

Many of the officials who thus far have 
escaped decapitation felt that if the mergers 
were carried out as planned it would be only 
a short time when they would be compelled 
to look for other occupations. These men 
now hope to retain their positions, and many 
others who have been forced out during the 
last two or three years expect to be called 
into service again before long. | 


Effect of Elkins Law. | 


Now that the railroads feel that they will 
be compelled to compete for business they 
wish that the Elkins law, which they were 
instrumental in getting through congress, 
had never been passed. Under that law roads 
cannot make secret rates or grant special 
concessions to certain shippers. . 

The action of the Wisconsin Central in fil- 
ing a freight tariff which notes that free 
switching and cartage will be granted from 
industries on other lines to points on its own 
line, shows how the Elkins law accomplishes 
just: the opposite of what the promoters of 
the law expected. The Wisconsin Central 
had always been granting free switching and 
carting to some of its patrons, but it was 
done secretly. . 

To add to the troubles of the railroads, the 
jnterstate commerce commission has just 
commenced proceedings against principal 
western roads and directed them to file with 
the commission before May 1 their reasons 
for the excessive advances in rates on grain 
and grain products since Jan. 1. 

It was also learned that the attorney gen- 
eral’s office at Washington has asked the 
interstate commerce commission for a copy 
of its finding in the Investigation in May, 
1902, of the immigrant pool maintained by 
the Western Passenger association.

The half yearly report of the Grand Trunk 
railway, just issued, shows that the oper- 
ating expenses have increased from 68 to 70 
per cent of the gross receipts, as compared 
with the corresponding half year of 1002. 
The net revenue receipts have increased 
$138,135 and the surplus increased $170,000, 
enabling second preference holders to receive 
a full dividend instead of 4 per cent, as last 
year. It also leaves 1 per cent to the third 
preference holders. The exceptional increase 
in the ratio of working expenses is mainly 
attributable to the abnormal price of fuel 
resulting from the prolonged coal strike in 
the anthracite district of Pennsylvania. The 
half year’s increase under this head alone 
was $460,000, of which $205,000 occurred in 
December. 


PACKERS TO COMPLETE TRUST. 


Will Carry Out Plan for Consolidetion, 
Although United States Attorney 
Is Preparing to Act. 


It wasiasserted yesterday that, undeterred 
by the decision of the United States Court 
of Appeals of the Eighth judicial district-at 
St. Paul, making void, the Hill railway 
merger, the plan for consolidation of the 
packing interests of the country will be car- 
ried out as quickly as possible. 

The method of procedure wil] be gradual, 
following the lines by which the National 
Packing company, representing Swift. Ar- 
mour, and Morris interests, acquired control 
of the G. H. Hammond company, the Ham- 
mond Packing company, the Omaha Packing 
company; and the Anglo-American Pro- 
vision. company. 

This new concern, just licensed to do busi- 
ness in Illinois, has already narrowed down 
its original thirteen companies to a total 
of nine corporations and firms. It is hinted 


the next step will be absorption of the Inter- | 


national Packing company, the Continental 
Packing company, and the Jacob Dold Pack- 
ing company. The Libby, McNeill & Libby 
company its controlled by the Swift interests, 
and the second absorption thus will leave 
the way clear for the Swift, Armour, Morris, 
and Cudahy interests and the firm of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger to effect a joint 
merger. 

Practically the only large Chicago plant 
left to fight the combination is that of Lipton 
& Co. All overtures of purchase have been 
rejected, Sir Thomas Lipton having cabled 


the local representatives not to recognize 


any combination, even if a fight must result 
in financial losses. 

For weeks United States District Attorney 
Bethea has been gathering evidence against 
the packers and preparing to attack the 
National Packing company and. its recent 
incorporation under the laws of New Jersey 
with a capital stock of $15,000,000, although 
it expects to do a business of $150,000,000 
annually. It was said last night that steps 
may be taken in a few days to have the 
packers involved cited into court for con- 
tempt in disobeying the injunction forbid- 
ding combination. In this way, it is held, 
the legality of this opening combination may 
be tested.

Milwaukee, Wis., April 10.—[Special.]— 
Milwaukee traders were surprised that.the 
bill to repeal the law agairist option trading 
was reported favorably in the Illinois legis- 
lature.

DR. HIRSCH ON CRUCIFIXION. 


be Cause That Led to It Was Financial, 
the Driving of Money Changers 
from Temple. 


| ‘The crucifixion of Christ and the causes 
which led to it was the subject of the Pass- 
over sermon which Dr. Emil G. Hirsch deliv- 
ered before the congregation Temple Israel 
last night. His sermon was an argument 
against the contention that Christ was tried 
and executed by the Jews.. He held that 
Christ was executed by the Romans at the 
instigation of the priests because he had 
driven their agents, the money changers, out 
of the temple. 

“Christ did not teach a new religion,"’ 
said Dr. Hirsch, “‘ nor a new system of eth- 
ics. All his réligious teachings were al- 
ready incorporated in the Mosaic law. Even 
his golden rie had been taught by Hillel 
thirty years before. Crucifixion was a 
Roman punishment. It was not used by the 

ews. 

“The whole trial, as reported in the gos- 
pels, is an Impossibility from the Jewish 
elandpetnt. as no Jew could be tried or exe- 
cuted. on a holiday or Sabbath, nor could 
he be buried on the eve of the Sabbath. All 
that proved that Jewish law had no part in 
the death of Christ. Only the clan of priests 
and the Roman authorities had an interest 
in the death of Christ.”

CHINESE CONTROLLER IS DEAD. 


Yung Lu, Who Led Army Against the 
Allied Troops in 1900, Suc- 
cumbs to Dropsy.

A short time ago the sultan of Bacolod 
asked for a conference with the American 
commander in the Lake Lanao district “ for 
the purpose of.arranging for a definite 
peace,”” This same sultan made similar 
propositions a year ago, but nothing ever 
came of them. The recent conferences 
seemed to indicate that the new negotiations 
would result in failure, and Capt. Persh- 
ing’s column, consisting of a battalion of 
the Twenty-seventh infantry, Capt. William 
McNair’s mountain battery, and Capt. Kil- 
patrick’s troop of the Fifteenth cavalry were 
ordered to attack the stronghold of the 
Bacoldians. 


Fort Carried by Assault. 

The artillery shelled the fort and silenced 
the guns while the infantry and dismounted 
cavalry under cover of Capt. McNair’s bat- 
tery made a splendid charge across a moat 
thirty feet wide and forty feet deep. They 
then scaled the earthwork and fought all 
the surviving Moros, using their bayonets 
against the krisses and broadswords of the 
Bacoldians, . 


One Hundred Moros Killed. 

One hundred Moros were killed, including 
the troublesome datto of Panandungan. 
Many bodies were blown to pieces by the 
American artillery. The sultan of Bacolod 
succeeded in making his escape. 

The Americans suffered a loss of only three 
men wounded. The astonishing dispropor- 
tion of the losses was due to the fact that the 
troops have had experience in Moro warfare 
and also because of the accurate and deadly 
fire of the artillery. 

It is considered that this victory will put a 
quietus on all organized hostility to the 
Americans on the part of the Lake Lanao 
tribes. 


SULTAN FACES A NEW TROUBLE 


Russian Demand for Bxecution of Con- 
sul’s Assassin Will Lead to Re- 
volt of Palace Guards. 


VIENNA, April 10.—It is expected that 
Russia will insist on the execution of the 
murderer of Stcherbina, its consul at Mitro- 
vitza, who was killed by an Albanian. Com- 
pliance with Russia’s demand would ex- 
pose the sultan to the revenge of his body- 
guard, which is composed of Albanians, and 
noncompliance to a poss"ble Russian inter- 


vention. Hence the situation is considered | 


extremely grave. 


Sultan Fears His Bodyguard. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 10.—The insur- 


| rection in Albania has shaken the sultan’s 


confidence in his bodyguard, which is com- 
posed entirely of Albanians. He ordered a 
special commission to inspect the rifles of the 
bodyguard, to ascertain if they were un- 
loaded before he drove to the mosque, fearing 
an attempt might be made on his life. 


Plot to Kill Servia’s King. 

BUDA-PESTH, April 10.— The rumors of 
a plot against the life of King Alexander of 
Servia received apparent confirmation in pri- 
vate dispatches which have been received at 
Buda-Pesth, and according to which an at- 
tack on the king’s life was planned for next 
Sunday. 

The plot was discovered and fifty persons 
suspected of complicity therein were arrest- 
ed. Other arrests are expected. 

Semit-official reports from Belgrade declare 
that these rumors are false, but it is thought 
here that King Alexander’s recent coup 
d’état was hastened by the discovery of the 
alleged plot. 

Another Revolt in Turkey. 

SALONICA, European Turkey, April 10.— 
The inhabitants of some of the villages in 
the district of Petrich have revolted. A de- 
tachment of 350 Turkish troops has been en- 
gaged with theinsurgents. Reinforcements 
have left Salonica for the scene of the dis- 
turbance.

Former Acquaintance of Family

Danner Sizes Up Evidence. 

Lieut. Danner, who has the investigation

arm. I asked Stamm whether his wife was 
Tight orsieft handed, and he told me that 
she was right handed, but could use either 
hand with almost equal freedom. This was 
Significant, as it appeared that the bullet 
had entered the left side of her head. The 
wound on that side was clean and there was 
little or no blood there. All of the woman’s 
Heighbors have said that they belleved that 
Mrs. Stamm was right handed. She sewed 
& great deal, and in that manner used her 
left hand a great deal about the machine. 
Ih that way the physician might have been ‘ 
mislead. 

“The absence of powder burns is another 
Circumstance. The left side of her face was 
mot marked, and neither was the right. Yet 
the brain was filled with powder. That 
Might be in favor of Stamm or it might be 
against him.

SENATE BLIND CHAPLAIN DIES.

Mr. Milburn, accompanied by his two

W. UPHAM ACCUSED 


OFFICIAL INFLUENCE IN PRI- 
VATE DEAL ALLEGED. 


Suit to Recover on a Note Brings Out 
the Charge That the Member of the 
Board of Review Employed the 
Prestige of His Office to Induce the 
St. Paul Railway to Build a Side 
Track — Absurd, the Reviewer De-_ 


Litigation over a promissory note for $2,000 
given by the Northern Lakes Ice company - 
to Fred W. Upham was removed from the 
commonplace yesterday afternoon when at- 
torneys for the defendant company averred 
that Mr. Upham had used his position as a 


‘member of the board of review to procure 
‘the benefit to the company, for which the 


note was given. | 

The benefit in question was the building of 
a side track by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad from its main line to the 
lake. in the northern part of Illinois, where 
the icehouses of the defendant company are 
located. 

Mr. Upham last evening said that he had 
secured the constraction of the railroad 
track in question, but denied that his offi- 
cial capacity had anything to do with. the 
transaction. 

“That my position on the board of review 
could have had any influence is an absurd 
supposition,’’ said Mr. Upham. ‘ The board 
of review has nothing to do with the taxation 
of railway property, and as a member of that 
body I could be in no position either to help 
or harm the railroad company. I have been 
for years a heavy shipper of lumber over the 
road, and that fact is the source of any in- 
fluence I may have with the company. The 
matter in litigation is one purely of private 
business and the dragging of the board of re- 
view into the pleadings was unwarranted.” 

Story of the Litigation. 

‘The story of the litigation as told by the 
pleadings on file in the Superior court, and 
by statements of Mr, Upham, is as follows: 
John A. Logan was the original proprietor 
of the ice’field, but because of the lack of 
transportation facilities he was unable to 
make the most of the enterprise. His efforts 
to induce the St. Paul company to lay a 
spur to the lake were futile until he inter- 
ested Mr: Upham in the venture. 

Then the Northern Lakes Ice company was 
formed, and Mr. Upham purchased a third 


interest in it; he says. Then he got the ralil- 


way company to lay the track, and the note 
on which the litiZation is based was given him 
by the ice company to secure money advanced 
by him toward the construction of the track. 
Later, when the Knickerbocker Ice company 
endeavored to buy the holdings of the North- 
ern Lakes Ice company, Mr. Upham sold his 
interest to the larger company. : 
Recently Wilfred Card, who is said to be 


attorney for the Knickerbocker people, sued 


to recover on the note, and his suit was sup- 
ported by a plea filed by Mr. Upham. 
Use of Influence Charged. 

The plea filed by the defendant company 
siarartay was an answer. It contained the 
following assertion among others: 

“The said Fred Upham secured the con- 
struction of said side track through his in- 
fluence as a member of the board of review, 
and his ability as such member to harm or 
help said railroad as owner of taxable prop- 
erty in Cook county.” : 

Mr. Upham, it is alleged, represented to the 
ice company that the railroad company re- 
quired $5,200 to build the tracks, but later 
said that he was able to get the bill reduced 
to $8,100. The ice company alleges that it 
was notable to pay the money at the time, and 
Mr. Upham pretended to advance the money, 
taking a note for the amount, payable to the 
Fred W, Upham Lumber company. 

Later the note was taken up, $1,700 paid on 
it, and a new note given for $2,000.

LITTLE RHODY’S DEGENERACY. 

Gov. Garvin of Rhode Island, it will be 

remembered, recently sent a message to 
the senate, in which he set forth that the 
bribing of voters had become a common 
“practice in that state, and even accused 
some members of the legislature of obtain- 
ing their seats by purchasing votes. He 
asked for the appointment of a commission 
to investigate the matter, run down the 
guilty parties, and punish them. 

In the current issue of the Independent, 
Goy. Garvin discusses this question of 
bribery in Rhode Island at some length, - 
stating causes and suggesting what in his 
opinion might be a remedy. He begins 

with the startling statement that “little 
Rhody,” who has hitherto been looked upon 
as particularly virtuous, is an old offender 
in this business, bribery dating back to 
an early period in the state’s history. One 
Cause of this, he thinks, is the smallness 
bf the electoral yote, which makes a vote 
Breat consequence in controlling the 
= erate government. Another and a singular 
Cause, he thinks, is that when Roger Will- 
came over from Massachusetts he 
earried a riffraff with him which found 
more license than it had had in the puri- 
‘tanic state, and that the blue laws of Cou- 
necticut drove all the lawless of that com- 
monwealth over into Rhode Island. He is 
also of opinion that bribery is all the more 
easy because of the indifference generally 
existing as to the exercise of the franchise. 
With a freer suffrage than either Massa- 
chusetts or Connecticut, the average vote 
of Rhode Island, with about 430,000 popu- 
lation, is less than one in nine of that popu- 
lation. 

The governor finds that in Rhode Island 
there are three methods of purchase. The 
first method is ont and out payment by re- 
sults. The second is the previously marked 
ballot which is taken into the booth by 
the yoter, who returns with a clean ballot 
to be marked for the next purchasable 
voter—an old trick. The third is the pro- 

vision of the law which permits supervisors 
to mark the ballots of illiterate voters. In 
this case it is necessary to buy the super- 
Visors rather than the voters. The patent 
‘remedy which the governor suggests is the 
abolition of single districts, the placing 
° the names of al] candidates upon a single 
My! ticket, limiting the vote of each elector to 
Sone candidate, and “the distribution of 
members to each party, whether large or 
small, in the ratio of the total number of 
votes cast by the parties respectively, and 
‘the declaring .elected. by each successful 
‘party of the candidates of that party re: 

> eeiving the largest number of yates.” The 
‘remedy suggested is involved, and would 
pmecessitate a radical rearrangement of elec- 
‘tion machinery. And even then it might 
not work successfully.

Citizens who desire the election of the 
best possible judges do not wish to vote for: 
a ticket made up in advance by the party 
bosses. - It is better that the two party con- 
ventions shall nominate twenty;eight Cir- 
cuit court judges, from among whom voters 
may pick out the fourteen they deem best 
qualified. ‘Intelligent voters will’ make 
their selections uninfluenced by political 
considerations. ~The judges to be elected 
next June will not pass on the great ques- 
tions of constitutional, law on which na- 
tional parties divide. ~ They will adjudicate 
the property rights of individuals.. They 
will administer the crimibal laws of Illinois. 
So long as a judge is uninfluenced by person- 
al likes or dislikes; and -holds the scales of 
justice with an even hand, it matters noth- 
ing to the litigant that ‘he calls himself a 
republican or a democrat. a 

With the people feeling as they do about 
the judicial question, if each party shall 
ominate a straight ticket, some of the can- 
didates on each ticket probably will be 
elected. In all probability some republic-

The four judges look only at the fact that 
congress has said that no contract or com- 
bination shall be legal which shall restrain 
interstate trade or commerce by shutting 
off the operation of the general law of com- 
petition. The-.will of congress cannot be 
defeated by the use of a New Jersey charter. 

The immediate effect of the decision will 
be the abandonment of plans for the organ- 
ization of holding companies to control other 
competing railroad systems. The Pennsy!l- 
vania and Vanderbilt interests will be com- 
bined. The contemplated merger of cer- 
tain western roads cannot be carried out, 
though it would have been if the Circuit 
Court of Appeals had not rendered a deci- 
sion which the Supreme court is likely to 
affirm. |

THE RED CROSS TROUBLES. 

The only satisfactory solution of the 
trouble in the Red Cross is the submission 
of the whole dispute to all the members 
of the society. Last year Miss Barton 
was elected president for life, and the by- 
laws were so amended as to give her almost: 
autocratic power. Now the majority of 
the influential members of the society as- 
sert that the proxies which elected Miss 
Barton and changed the bylaws were ob- 
tained through misrepresentation. They 
propose to retire Miss Barton upon a pen- 
sion and to restore the old bylaws, Miss 
Barton says nothing; her adhereuts make 
out a’ poor case for autocracy, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declines to indicate ap- 
proval of the changes by accepting a place 
on the advisory board of the Red Cross. 

If the modifications of the bylaws were 
made and Miss Barton was elected presi- 
dent for life with the consent of the ma- 
jority of the members of the Red Cross, 
she ought not to mind submitting the ques- 
tion to them over again. If they did not 
know to what use their proxies were to be 
put, either Miss Barton was the dupe of 
her adherents or she consented to sharp 
practice by them. It is not politic for the 
executive committee, which she selected, to 
expel the protestants against the life office 
and the autocracy of Miss Barton. Unless 
the controversy is decided by the action of 
all the members of the Red Cross ‘its use- 
fulness will be gone. No charitable or- 
ganization can work under a cloud. .

RE are five men in this town who 
play poker together evéry Wednesday 
and every Friday night. They play 
what is popularly known as “a little 
family game—1l0 cent ante and a quar- 

ter limit.” | 

They meet at each other’s houses. Each 
of the five members of the club has a small 
son. Wach of them also has one of the little 
steel banks which are given out by the sav- 
ings banks to prospective depositors. In 
one of the big savings banks an account has 
been opened in the name of each of the sons 
of the five poker playets. One of the rules 
of the game, as they play it, is that every 
time “ three or better ’* appear a dime must 
be dropped into the savings bank, otherwise 
known as the “ kitty,’’ which occupies the

! center of the table. When one of the banks 
gets full its contents is deposited to the 
feredit of the small boy whose father owns 
‘that’ particular bank. In that way each of 
the five small boys is having a nice little sum 
_ piled up to his credit. The five fathers find 
the system a great salve to their consciences. 


That is only one of a thousand ways 
in which the little steel individual savings 
vanks are being utilized. Altogether, there 
are somewhere near 75,000 out in Chicago, 
and most of the people who hold them have 
their own systems of saving. By way of 
making as striking a contrast as possible 
with the poker system outlined above it 
may be mentioned that through the aid of 
the little banks no less than four churches 
are being built by the depositors at a single 
savings bank. 
The church building system is this: 
The members of a church building society 
will elect a treasurer. He goes to the cashicr 
of one of the savings banks and on the pres- 
entation of proper credentials gets as many 
of the little banks as he has members. The 
banks are distributed and the people who 
get them are pledged to drop in, for instance, 
every copper cent which comes into their 
hands. At the regular Wednesday prayer 
meeting it may be agreed that all the banks 
shall be turned in to the treasurer. He takes 
them all down to the bank and the total 
sum which they contain is deposited to the 
credit of the church building fund. It has 
been found a good plan to make a positive 
rule that every bank must be turned in every 


| Wednesday whether or not it contains any- 


thing. The result of the rule is that every 
bank always does contain at least a few 
cents. 

As one practical result of this plan of 
saving for a church it may be mentioned 
that out of four accounts started for the 
purpose at one bank no less than two have 
already reached a stage which justifies the . 
trustees in breaking ground for the base- 
ments of church buildings this spring. 

But to get an idea of the various ingenious 
schemes and systems which have been de- 
vised to assist people to save a part of their 


-earnings it is necessary to consider some 


of the more than 60,000 individuals. who have 
out the little steel banks. 

In the first place it should be said that of 
the regular depositors who put in money 
with considerable regularity and who are 
building up good accounts for themselves 
almost ‘all of them follow. some system. 
In saving as in business it is the systematic 
man who gets ahead. 

A surprisingly large number of depositors 
follow the so-called penny system. In other 
words, they make an absolute rule of drop- 
ping into the bank every copper cent which 
in any way comes into their hands. The 
cent droppers include not only wage earners 
on small salaries, but lawyers, physicians, 
and professional men of every kind, who have 
found by experience that this is an easy way 
to accumulate a considerable account with- 
out at all missing the money. 

A real victim of the cent saving habit 
will go out of his way to get coppers. When 
he buys a paper, for instance, he will in- 
variaply hand the boy a nickel or a dime and 
will slip the resulting coppers into a pocket 
which he has sacredly set aside to receive 
them. He will do the same thing when he 
buys a stamp. And he will go out of his way 
to make a purchase which will result in put- 
ting some coppers into his hands. 

There is at least one well known and prom- 
inent man in Chicago who brings in his bank 


filled with cents once or twice ev: 
ery week, 
and, as the average bank will hold $4 worth

of coppers it will be seen that he is 
laying away a good many dollars, 

There is another set of men who drop 
five cent nickel they get hold of into the 
little bank. It takes about $8 worth o 
nickels to’ fill the bank. A third class treat 
silver dimes in the same way. As It take 
nearly $30 worth of dimes to fill a bank it is 
easy to see that they do not make deposits 
as frequently as the cent men. 

One of the dime depositors came into his 
bank the other day with his little steel sage 
filled to the brim. But he was far from 
happy. 

“I don’t know,” he said, “ how long I can 
keep this game up. It’s getting pretty stiff. 
Last night when I got on the street cap? 
found I had only a $1 bill in my clothe: 
I handed the bill to the conductor and ie 
gave me back nine dimes and a nickel, Of

~ course I had to drop the nine dimes Into the 


bank when I got home and I thought that 
was getting pretty strong, but I had todof 
to make good. 

“This morning I took a $5 bill away from 
the house, I stopped at a fruit store on 
the corner to get change. The Greek fruit 
merchant said he could make the change for 
me, and he presently appeared with no less 
than twenty-six dimes as a part of it. One 
of my rules is never to object to dimes im 
my change, so I had to accept them, but] 
can’t keep up that rate of saving long, fT 
took the twenty-six dimes straight back & 
the house, and as my bank is getting pretty 
haga full I Brought it right down to ths 


Some of the systematic savers make @ 

practice of robbing themselves every night 
just before they go to bed. They go through® 
their clothes and pocketbooks and take out 
evéry coin less than a quarter in denomina- 
tion and drop it Into the bank. 
“ “ We all waste our small change,” saysone 
of the men who rob themselves, “ and I find#t 
a good plan to start downtown in the mor 
ing without any. All day long I feel the 
pressure on me, and-I am much less likely te 
throw away a dime or a nickel than I use@ 
to be. It really is almost.as much funto ro 
yourself for your own benefit as it is to le 
some complete outsider take your small 
change away from you.” 

Other men who use the little banks decide 
on'a certain date. For instance, they wil 
agree with themselves that every coin or 
bill which bears the date of 1889 they wil 
slip into the Httle bank. A solution of 
this kind resolutely lived up to is likely t 
result in stuffing a bank with everything 
from twenty dollar gold pliéces to copper 
eents. 

At least one man who earns a good 
which !s paid every Saturday night followsa 
unique rule of his own.

Bristol, R. I., April 10.—[{Special.]—R&ll- 
ance, the yacht which a syndicate of six 
prominent members of the New York Yacht 
club hope will be chosen to defend the Amer- 
ica cup this year against Shamrock IIL, 
will be launched at the Herreshoff yards 
just before sunset tomorrow evening. Miss 
Nora Iselin, daughter of C. Oliver Iselin, its 
managing owner, will christen the new boat. 

The members of the syndicate are ex- 
pected here tomorrow forenoon. Arrange- 
ments will be made to protect Reliance from 
injury by contact with the great fleet a craft 
which will throng the harbor.

That the professor has hisown way of put- 
ting things, and draws his own deductions, 
may be supposed from the following, which 
is characteristic: “ If achievement consisted 
in wealth, the objects of production would 
have grown more and more durable with 
the progress of civilization. The fact is pre- 
cisely the reverse of this. Whatever class 
of objects we may examine, we find that the 
farther back we go the more solid and 
enduring the materials are of which they are 
constructed. This is perhaps the most strik- 
ingly exemplified in architecture. Compare 
the old with the new of any city of Europe, 
or even of America. I once engaged a room 
in a house in Essex street, Strand, of which 
the front door consisted of ponderous planks 
six inches thick. The enlightened host 
apologized for it, saying that it was an old 
house. Without some such experience, the 
modern American law student can scarcely 
understand the phrase he finds in his 
‘ Blackstone’ that in English law ‘a man’s 
house is his castle.’ The clapboarded bal- 
loon frames of the middle west are more like 
* castles in the air.” .. . There has beena 
gradual change in the character of archi- 
tecture, both public and private, in the direc- 
tion of less.and less stolidity, curability, and 
costliness, from the pyramids of Egypt to the 
cottages of modern summer resorts.” 

Prof. Ward shows this same alert inter- 
est in his subject from the first page to the 
last of his ponderous volume—a volume 
which is to be followed by another, dealing 
with applied sociology. ‘“‘ Pure sociology ™ 
must, of course, deal with the “ spontane- 
ous.” development of society, and Prof. 
Ward has swept the eye of comprehension 
over the long history of man’s development, 
from his basest state to his present uneven, 
semi-cultured condition. As becomes a man 
who argues that his theme is in very truth 
a scientific one, the author endeavors to 
write without praise or blame, and avoids 
the advancement. of all ethical theories. 
But the Christian influence must be apparent 
upon the character of all men living under 
dominion of that philosophy, and strive as 


he may to disregard such; questions as pes- 
gimism and optimism, evil and good results” 


of the forces of nature, the phenomena of 
sin, sorrow, joy, love, and will, the author 
has not been able to divest himself of his 
“ spontaneous ” hopefulness and morality. 


His sympathetic attitude appears in spite 


éf himself. This is particularly noticeable 
in the chapters relating to woman and her 
place in prehistoric and in historic times. 
By the elimination of the affectation of 
chivalry he has done the highest justice to 
women. And nothing more distinctlyimarks 
him courageous and advanced than that 


Science and truth are intimate friends 
and knowledge makes light the dark paths. 
Observe, how, in the two following sentences, 
the high qualities and superior taste of 
women are borne witness to, and how 
pathetic appears the means by which she 


has encompassed her own subjugation! . 


“So long as woman retains her power to 
select and reject, relative ale strength is 
an element, but only one element among 
many. . Woman’s idea of male beauty still 
counts in the balance, and such moral quali- 
ties as courage, persistence, and power vf 
persuasion do their share.”” “ Man does not 
desire woman to be larger and stronger. but 


more sterile rather than more fertile.”’ 

The statement of these facts brings to 
women, who know themselves little compre- 
hended, one of those singular philosophic 
eonsolations with which they from time to 
time assuage the sorrow of their souls. 

Kipling wrote of the “ Sorrow of Women.” 
It is a phrase little appreciated, and is often 
enough passed over, no doubt, as a melan- 
choly euphemism. Butit is much more. It 


has a peculiar significance in a republic, ‘ 


where, probably, most men consider women 
distinctly enviable. 
no form of government has masculine ego- 
ism displayed itself so unscrupulously as 
here, where birth counts for nothing in the 
way of advancement, and where masculine 
talent is recognized. . | 
I have often thought that Napoleon has 
had an extraordinary influence upon this 
country, although it is one never recognized 
in literature, so far as I recollect. We have 
absorbed ‘into our daily lives two axioms of 
his. One, that talent, not birth, should hold 
dominion; the other, that men hold the ex- 
clusive right to the exercise of talent and 
to the enjoyment of its rewards. ‘ 
There is no question but that women re- 
gard with strange and patient misery the 
prostitution of this country’s liberal gov- 
ernment to the greed and corruption of men 
who ara, in many cases, base in their civic 
morals and ignorant of the true principles 
of democracy. They behold with secret hor- 
ror the universal shrewdness or corruption of 
commerce. They read with mingled amuse- 


-ment and grief the contemptuous or slight- 


ing references which many great as well as 
many foolish men make to them in litera- 
ture; end with something amounting to a 
passion of rcsentment they behold how men 
despise them for personal immorality, yet 
grudge them the industrial independence 
which can alone protect them from the 
baser appetities of men. 

These sorrows dwell permanently in the 
hearts of women, though they seldom refer 
to them. ‘They find in the universities no 
sympathy with their intellectual aspirations; 
they. see rich and disinterested women en- 
riching the institutions which have entered 


upon a covert policy of feminine exclusion; | 


they find themselves ‘forced to take smaller 
wages than men for services performed with 
equal efficiency; they may not, in the United 
States, associate themselves in any noble 
way with politics; the church they may serve 
in lowliest and most menial ways, but may 
not give it the benefit of the intense and 
latent spirituality which is their heritage. 

It is the fashion to express surprise at 
their restlessness. It would be more to the 
point to express amazement at their quiet- 
ism. Their: patience and tractability are 
prodigious—but whether they are sublimeor 
contemptible, I am not able to decide. 

It recommends the book of Prof. Ward, that 
his point of view hasin this matter been large 
and high. He has displayed in the treatment 
of this peculiar and interesting phase of the 

#ociai question both originality and beauty 
ef character. And while character may be 
a “ spontaneous ” demonstration of man, and 
therefore. exempt from praise, yet perhaps 
Prof. Ward will permit an unscientific think- 
er to compliment upon his courage as well 
as upon the felicity with which he-has pre-

Stewart Edward White’s Novel Is 
Absorbing Tale ofthe North. . 
*“ Conjuror’s House,” by Stewart Edward 


White, is the noncommittal title of a story 


of the Land of the White Silence, to put it 
poetically—geographically, Hudson bay. 
So thoroughly has Gilbert Parker associat- 
ed his name with that of the Northwest Ter+ 
ritory and the Hudson Bay company’s men 
that one is apt to open “ Conjuror’s House ” 
in a critical mood. ‘That, however, soon 
leaves him, for this is a story and a atyle 
entirely the author’s own. Yet, withal, the 
style is that which all raconteurs uncon- 
sciously adopt when they tell a tale of north- 
ern Canada. Short sentences, clear sketches, 
bravado, passion, everything much to the 
point, and v’la! here is a tale of Canada as 
the voyageurs and half breeds.know it. 
The story is essentially romantic; there- 
fore, this flowing fantastic style of writing 
suits it admirably and places it far and 
above the tales which are ruined by exceds 


of bald language. 
The tale concerns the attempt madedby the 


Hudson Bay company to do away with all 
free traders, in spite of the fact that its 
charter of absolute right had long since run 
out. Ned Trent, a brilliant figure and a free 
trader by choice, and a reckless lover of 
danger, falls into the hands of one of the 
company’s most ardent servants and is con- 
demned, by reason of his violation af the an-. 
cient laws, to take ‘‘ La Longue Traverse.” 
This “ long journey ” was imposed upon the 
man unfortunate enough to have incurred 
the displeasure of the company, and meant 
an expulsion from ‘the country, with little 
foo@ and no arms for defense. Then, to in- 
sure the fate of the man, Indians were sent 
to track him and see that he did not live 
through the torment of starvation and come 
out of the forest alive. No man had ever 
been known to come back from la longue 
traverse. The manner in which Ned, fasrci- 
nating young devil that he was, escaped the 
fate of so many others is mot to be told in 
other language than that of Mr. White. This 
hero is no man of pen and ink, made to 
picase some maiden of 15, but a hero who is. 
wm ch good and bad,-and yet who possesses 
¢hat honor which the men of the north cling 
to so tenaciously and die embracing. A 
chivalry .rude, but as.earnest as even Ar- 
thur’s knights were capable of, dwells 
among the pioneers of a country and wraps 
them in a halo which obliterates their sins 
and the barrenness of their lives.

As a matter 
of fact, despite his crowns, his treasures, his 
armies, it was Napoleon who was vanquished 
and Lucien who played the ‘ beau réle.’” 
Nothing sheok him, nothing modified him, 
and alone he stood out against and checke 
mated him who made Europe tremble.” 


“In response to Napoleon's first threat 
Lucien Bonapart e immediately wrote to the 
English minister at Cagliari that, being 
upon the point of leaving with his family 
for the United States, he begged him to send, 
him the passports necessary to prevent the 
English marine from opposing his landing 
in New York. The English minister, Hill, 
did not miss the occasion further to separate 
the two ‘brothers, and without even consult- 
ing his government hurriedly sent Lucien the 
desired ‘passports. Laicien, at that time In 
Florence, did not even expect to use them, 
he’ felt so sure of himeelf and fully expected 
to receive his crown of Naples by any near 
mail.” 

**‘In the meantime he had his wife write 
to Pope Pius VII. to inform him of a voyage 
which would take them away from Rome. 
The pope replied by an affectionate letter 
sending his special. benediction to Jeanne, his 
godchild, one of Lucien’s children.’’ 

“ Exasperated at not receiving the crown 
of Naples, Lucien finally wrote to his mother 
to ask her to demand of the emperor a hew 
passport to the. United States. His mother 
replied, saying that as Napoleon was about 
to leave on a voyage she had not spoken to 
him, ‘ but as you are disposed to follow my 
advice,’ she wrote, ‘the best thing to do {s 
to retire to Pisa.’. This Lacien concluded to 
do, as he ‘had still no intention of carrying 
out his threat of leaving for the United 
States. | 


- Some months later Campi, at Napoleon's 
suggestion, wrote to Lucien asking him to 
send his:two daughters by hie first wife to 
Paris, and incidentally allyded to the pen- 
sion the emperor had accorded to Miss Pat- 
terson, Jerome’s morganatic wife. This 
roused Lacien’s suspicions and he replied 
by asking in what way Miss Patterson's pen~- 
sion concerned him. He did not send his 
daughter, resolving then and there to sep- 
arate himself from them only upon receiving 
substantial advantages, After this passage 
of arms there were more efforts made to force 
Lucien to give up his wife, if not by a di- 
vyorce at least by a separation from her. 

™ Lucien declared that ‘never would he 
renounce the bonds which for him would be 
insoluble until death. Madame (Bona- 
parte Mére), who received this message, did 
not dare to communicate it to the emperor, 
and it wae plaih that Napoleon little in- 
clined to allow Lacien to live as a.private 
citizen. The only concession the emperor 
obtained from his brother was a promise te 
send his daughter Charlotte to Paris. In 
the meantime the emperor himself obtained 
his divorce. Once this important affair over 
Napoleon returned to his brother's affairs.”
